Largest Attendance in History of Pi Lambda Theta Marks Tenth Anni- 
versary of Organization 


HE fifth Biennial Council of Pi Lambda 

Theta was held in Seattle at Washington 
State University on Augugst 8 to 11. This 
meeting was especially notable as the tenth 
anniversary of the organization of the national 
fraternity. It was also marked by the largest 
attendance in our history, of both delegates 
and visitors. The delegates were entertained 
and the meetings were held in the Theta 
House, thus giving opportunity for friendly 
social intercourse between sessions, an oppor- 
tunity which was appreciated and used to the 
fullest extent. 

The President, Maude McBroom, presided 
at all sessions and won for herself much well 
deserved praise for her gracious manner and 
businesslike methods of procedure. 

Discussions were full and free and decisions 
when arrived at were practically unanimous. 
Most questions for which no immediate and 
satisfactory solution could be devised were de- 
ferred for further consideration when added 
experience would make clear the way. <A 
happy businesslike atmosphere pervaded the 
entire meeting giving proof to the statement 
of the President: ‘Harmony and co-opera- 
tion are the tools with which we work.” If 
any delegate brought a chip with her, she kept 
it discreetly in her pocket and did not wear 
it on her shoulder.

President’s Report 


Total Membership of 3,774 Is Reached; Five New College Chapters Ad- 
ded, and Finances Are in Good Shape 


ISS McBroom prefaced her official re- 
port with a few words of welcome, 
remarking upon the growth of the organiza- 
tion in numbers and in influence since the last 
biennial council meeting. Five new college 
chapters and three new alumnae chapters have 
been added to the national family since the last 
national convention. ‘The membership has 
grown from 2,254 at that time to 3,774 at the 
Present time. Our finances are in good con- 
dition but let us stop and think what our or- 
ganization means, not only growth and finan- 
cial stability, both of which are worth much, 
but do they alone justify our coming together 
and our existence? 


Our fellowship and our exchange of ideas 
would justify our organization. It is an honor 
and a privilege to be a delegate to this council, 
but it is a responsibility as well. This meet- 
ing represents the labor and the sacrifice of 
each chapter and each delegate here must 
carry home enthusiasm, ideas and helps for her 
chapter before the chapter can feel that the ex- 
pense was justified. Make your chapter know 
that Pi Lambda Theta is no longer a little 
local group, but your local group is part, a 
valuable part of a big group striving to make 
the world better because of our national or- 
ganization. Harmony and co-operation are 
the tools with which we are trying to work.

Preface 

Our gathering together at this time marks 
an important milepost in the journey which we 
as Pi Lambda Theta members are taking to- 
gether. Ten years of problems and responsi- 
bilities, of struggle and success are drawing to 
a close. These ten years mark many changes 
in the organization. They have been years of 
remarkable growth and accomplishment. They 
point toward new responsibilities to be under- 
taken and new problems to be solved. Let us 
be proud yet humble in the progress which we 
have made, and pledge ourselves anew to an- 
other decade of service to the cause of educa- 
tion for women. 

The duties of the office of president during 
the past two years have been grouped chiefly 
around the following activities: 

1. The awarding of the Pi Lambda Theta 
fellowship known as “The Ella Victoria 
Dobbs Fellowship for Research in Education.” 

2. Extension into new fields. 

3. Visits to chapters. 

4. The mid-year meetings at the Superin- 
tendence Conference in Washington in 1925 
and at Dallas in 1926. 

5. Letters to the Journal. 

6. The Professional Pan-Hellenic Asso- 
ciation. 

7. General correspondence with the Exec- 
utive Committee. 

8. The Executive Committee meeting in 
Chicago in 1926. 

9. Printing of the Charter and By-Laws. 

10. Plans for the Biennial Council meet- 
ing. 

11. General correspondence with the chap- 
ter officers. 

Through the announcement and award of 
our fellowship we have not only made possible 
a group of outstanding pieces of research in 
education, but we have also brought the work 
of our organization before the public eye in a 
way which would have been quite impossible 
otherwise. Inquiries have come in because of 
the reputation which we have established for 
ourselves through the announcement of this 
fellowship. Last year the award was made to 
Miss Lycia Martin of Stephens College, Co- 
lumbia, Missouri. Her, work has been com- 
pleted and the report is here for your examina- 
tion. The award for the next year has been 





made to Miss Helen Bragdon of Mount Hol- 
yoke. Miss Delia Kibbe, our second vice- 
president, has had the work of awarding the 
Fellowship in charge this year and will report 
it in full at a later time. 

We may well be proud of our growth both 
in numbers and in territory. From a member- 
ship of 2,254 in June, 1925, we have increased 
to 3,774 in 1927. New chapters have been 
formed at Leland Stanford, the University of 
Idaho, Johns Hopkins, the University of 
Texas, at Berkeley. Nor have the members 
who left college chapters lost their interest in 
Pi Lambda Theta. Alumna groups have been 
formed at Spokane, Los Angeles, Portland, 
and Dayton. Two alumna groups, Minnesota 
and Ohio, due to scattering of members and 
other plans, have given up their charters. Ohio 
Alumnae have united with Nu, the college 
chapter. The case of Minnesota Alumnae is 
to be considered at this meeting. The full re- 
port of extension will be given by those in 
charge of the extension work. 

Your president has been particularly for- 
tunate in being able to visit personally the fol- 
lowing groups: Pi Lambda Phi at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona (Petitioning Pi Lambda 
Theta), Johns Hopkins, Delta and Western 
Pennsylvania Alumnae at Pittsburgh, Sigma at 
Los Angeles, Omicron at Lincoln, Nebraska, 
and Epsilon at Minneapolis. In each of these 
visits the president was particularly pleased to 
note the enthusiastic, intelligent and charming 
women which composed the groups. Every- 
where there seemed to be a feeling of harmony, 
an interest in the work of Pi Lambda Theta, 
and in the cause of women in education. Such 
outstanding and capable membership is our 
greatest hope for the successful continuance of 
the work of Pi Lambda Theta. 

At each of the Superintendents’ Conventions 
since our last biennial meeting, Pi Lambda 
Theta has held a mid-year banquet, one at 
Washington in 1925, the other in Dallas in 
1926. It is the policy of the administration to 
make these dinners an annual occurrence 
which will help to increase the fellowship be- 
tween members of different chapters. The 
meeting in Washingtin was in the hands of 
Dr. Louise Stanley of Washington, and the 
one at Dallas was arranged for by Miss Mar- 
garet Harris of Oak Cliff High School, 
Dallas. 

To bring about greater fellowship with 
women ‘in professions other than ours, and to 
help in forming a medium through which 
women may assist each other in accomplish- 
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ing worth while purposes, a National Pan- 
Hellenic association of Honor Societies has 
been formed. Pi Lambda Theta affiliated 
with this organization in the fall of 1925. 
Miss Farley of Rho Chapter acted as our 
representative at a meeting held in Washing- 
ton in November, 1926. Miss Farley will 
report this meeting at a later date. 

Through the efficient leadership of Miss 
Dobbs, our Journal has grown to considerable 
proportions. ‘This is a publication of which 
we may be justly proud. Through its pages 
we hope to unite our membership in a closer 
fellowship and to promote a larger interest in 
the professional outcomes of our organization. 
We hope that at different times we may be 
able to publish contributions from our own 
members which will be of interest to out- 
siders as well as to ourselves. 

As our organization grows it is becoming 
increasingly dificult for the national presi- 
dent to write personally to the different chap- 
ters. However, in order to maintain a closer 
fellowship with each group, your president 
has endeavored to contribute a letter to each 
number of the Journal, hoping thus to have 
a personal word with the membership several 
times during the year. 


It has been the purpose of this administra- 
tion to help perfect the machinery by which 
chapter business may be carried on, and by 
which each chapter’s duties and obligations to 
the national may be simplified. To this end 
the national committee in session in Chicago 
in 1926 planned a yearly calendar for the 
guidance of each group. The committee also 
worked on several blanks such as transfer 
cards, withdrawal blanks, and the chapter 
questionnaire. The latter has been partic- 
ularly successful in helping the chapters to get 
in touch with their field membership, and in 
simplifying the accumulation of records con- 
cerning the activities of members. 


In an endeavor to survey at close range the 
conditions prevailing in each chapter with a 
view to rendering more efficient service, the 
national Executive Committee decided to send 
a visitor into each chapter during the year 
1926-1927. Each chapter has been visited 
during this time, chiefly by some one of the 
national officers. The results have been most 
gratifying. Problems have been solved, mis- 
understandings cleared up, and new stimula- 
tion offered. Both the chapters and the offi- 
cers have been helped. No doubt this type of 
activity should be continued. 

Other items of importance which were 


cared for at the Executive Meeting in Chi- 
cago have been put before the chapters in 
the record of the minutes of that meeting 
and need no further repetition here. 

The business of keeping in touch with the 
members of the Executive Committee, with 
chapter officers, with members of the Fellow- 
ship Committee, as well as extending the 
courtesy of the organization into other fields, 
entails an enormous amount of correspond- 
ence. Something over five hundred personal 
letters and telegrams have been sent out from 
the office of the president during the past two 
years. 

We are to be congratulated upon the ex- 
cellent condition of our finances. No organi- 
zation can carry on well which permits its 
financial status to become weak. ‘The excel- 
lent work of our national treasurer. plus the 
hearty and prompt work of each chapter ac- 
counts for our financial well being. 

In viewing the successes and failures of the 
last two years there seem to be a few definite 
problems upon which we should unite in our 
efforts if we are to continue to grow and 
to serve. 

The first of these has to do with keeping up 
the interest of our field members. We should 
have no firm basis upon which to build for the 
future if each group were made up of only, 
the small yearly shifting membership. The 
fellowship fund would be impossible. No per- 
manent policies could be adopted. Some ac- 
tivities must be entered into which will stimu- 
late the field members to a permanent in- 
terest. 

The second of these is that of the selection 
of members. No chapter is of any better 
standing than the quality of its membership. 
Only outstanding women must be chosen. On 
this depends our strength. 

The third of these, and the most important, 
no doubt, is that of getting new members 
early enough and so training them that they 
go out imbued with the purposes and ideals 
of Pi Lambda Theta. Upon the successful 
solution of these three problems depends the 
future welfare of Pi Lambda Theta.

First Vice-President Reports 
From the report of the First Vice-President 
we quote :— 
The chief responsibility of the first Vice- 
President is to be ready to act in the place 











of the president- when necessity demands. One 
of these occasions was the celebration of the 
centennial of the oldest woman’s college west 
of the Mississippi at St. Charles, Missouri. 

The Centennial of Lindenwood College 
was a most interesting event for Pi Lambda 
Theta as well as the College as it marked the 
first time we had been invited to be repre- 
sented among the “Learned Societies” in 
which group we were listed as the youngest. 

Lindenwood College has been a pioneer in 
the field of higher education for women and 
is a monument to the determination of Mrs. 
Sibley, a teacher who after coming west with 
her husband into a new and sparsely settled 
country continued to keep her torch of Knowl- 
edge burning by teaching young women in her 
own home which was the proverbial log cabin. 
Later she managed to have a cabin set apart 
for the school. The broad acres of the Sibley 
estate left as a perpetual endowment for a 
woman’s college are now very valuable and 
have been the means of making possible the 
development of a strong four year college. 
As was inevitable the College had a long 
struggle toward recognition as a first class in- 
stitution and Pi Lambda Theta is interested 
in the fact that Lucinda de Leftwich Templin, 
a member of Alpha Chapter, was dean of the 
college for several years during which time 
it developed from a good two-year school to 
a recognized four-year College for Women. 
Four of the present faculty are members of 
Pi Lambda Theta.

The work of the fellowship committee was 
carried forward during the year and again 
the fellowship of $1,000 has been awarded for 
research in the field of education. The com- 
mittee this year consisted of the following:

The materials were in every way valuable. 

All five members seemed to possess fellowship 
possibilities. The committee, however, se- 
lected Miss Helen D. Bragdon as possessing 
first ranking for the honor of our fellowship. 
The fellowship as a result was offered to Miss 
Bradgon and her acceptance was received May 
18, 1927. The subject of her thesis is “The 
Principles, Scope and Practice of Counseling 
as an Aid in Student Adjustments.” Her 
reasons for choosing this problem were stated 
as follows: 

1. Because in existing educational litera- 
ture more attention has been paid to 
organization, administration, proper re- 
cording and filing, etc. in personnel or 
guidance work,—and very little to the 
matter of counseling, or the actual in- 
terview and follow-up with the student. 

2. Because the individual “human rela- 
tions” element between the representa- 
tive of the college or school and the stu- 
dent entrusted to its guidance for sev- 
eral years is often the key note to his 
co-operation, understanding and devel- 
opment. 

3. College problems rather than secondary 
school problems have been given major 
emphasis because the colleges are the re- 
cruiting grounds for the future leaders 
of our educational system; and because 
the writer’s experience and data are in 
this field. The writer plans, however, 
to use some data from the elementary 
and secondary school fields, and wher- 
ever possible to emphasize general prin- 
ciples and values applicable in any field. 

Already requests have come in for infor- 

mation concerning the fellowship for another 
year showing that the interest in this fellow- 
ship is extending and I feel that it is one of 
the very valuable pieces of work done by the 
Pi Lambda Theta Fraternity.

Dean of Women of Pomona College Talks to Council on Four Great 
Needs in Training of Girls 


ISS JESSIE GIBSON, formerly Ad- 
M viser of Girls, Spokane High School, 
now Dean of Women, Pomona College, Cali- 
fornia, addressed the Council on Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. Miss Gibson is a member of Zeta 
chapter and an excellent example of what we 
are pleased to call the Pi Lambda Theta type.

Her grasp of her subject, 
evident resources in training and experience, 
and her earnestness carried conviction. 

Miss Gibson said, “Our outstanding 
thought in education for girls and women in 
the past few decades was for proving our 
equality with men. That is now proven. 

There are outstanding needs for changes in 
the curriculum. We should start from a dif- 
ferent center of interest. Vital life situations 
a the clue to interests and needs of 
girls,” 

She emphasized four great needs in the 
training of girls. 

1. Need of Health training both physical 
and mental. 

Every problem has its physical side. Sex 
knowledge is over-emphasized at the present 
time which increases the great need for proper 


understanding. Knowledge, habits, and atti- 
tudes are all important, and knowledge should 
lead to right attitudes and develop right 
habits. 

2. Need of training in political and eco 
nomic conditions. 

Girls should understand these factors in life 
both for their effect on their own struggles for 
economic independence and that they may be- 
come interested in public affairs and assume 
their responsibilities for social welfare. The 
high school should be a political arena for the 
development of the right sort of political in- 
terest. 

3. Need of Social Training. She stressed 
the fact that girls are going to do what women 
do. 

4. Need of intellectual training to fit her 
for two careers— 

a. In earning her own living. 

b. As a homemaker. 

She closed by telling of a high school fresh- 
man who startled her by saying, 

‘“‘Women are not as much interested in girls 
as men are in boys.” 

She cited Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions Clubs and 
others with their interest and help in boys ac- 
tivities adding—‘“It may be a just criticism. 
It would be well for women to think it over.” 
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Cooperative Research Planned 


Burvey Will Be Taken to Find Chief Problems Confronting Members in 
the Field and in the Home 


ROBABLY the most far-reaching and 
‘ significant work of the Council centered 
in the plans for co-operative research. 

For some time it has been the goal of the 

national officers to see Pi Lambda Theta en- 
gaged upon the study of some problem, or 
problems, to the end that we might as an or- 
ganization make some significant contribution 
to educational progress. As preparatory to 
this ideal, the Executive Committee at its 
meeting-in June, 1926, included in the pro- 
gram for 1926-27 a preliminary survey of 
the problems which now are calling most 
loudly for solution and chapters were asked 
to report their findings to the President. It 
is impossible however, even in such a group 
as the membership of Pi Lambda Theta, to 
secure through a circular letter and a Journal 
article the same degree of interest which the 
officers felt after numerous discussions of the 
subject, and only a few chapters sent in sug- 
gestions for the study. Those received were 
vital and pointed the way to activities inti- 
mately related to the interests of our entire 
membership. 
: Our Alumnae are with few exceptions 
either actively engaged in school work or in 
the equally significant phase of education— 
home making, while some have both interests. 
On this basis it seems desirable to organize 
two types of study and urge all members to 
make some contribution in either one field or 
the other, according to their immediate in- 
terests. 

Home Makers Problems. A Committee for 
the study of children in the home was appoint- 
ed, consisting of

Co-operating with this committee, in addition 
to Dr. Stanley, will be Dr. Anna Richardson 
of the American Home Economics Association 
and Mrs. W. W. Charters. 

This co-operation not only adds expert ad- 
vice in the making of plans but also makes 
possible some clerical help in tabulating ma- 
terial and some reduction of the necessary 
postage bill. Dr. Stanley writes:— 








“It is proposed to prepare an explanatory 
letter for distribution at and immediately fol- 
lowing the first fall meeting. 

“This letter will enclose a blank to return, 
which will indicate the willingness to partici- 
pate in the program and suggest the type of 
problem on which the mother prefers to work, 
this choice being limited in the preliminary 
letter. After this a project form will be sent 
to the co-operating mothers, with directions 
for procedure and a time limit for return. 
The present idea is that the projects upon 
which the mothers will work will be their 
definite contribution to the field of methods 
in training children; thus the committee will 
be able to collect, from well trained mothers 
now facing the problem of child training, a 
fund of information about the best ways of 
managing and developing children in a num- 
ber of different situations and in a normal 
home environment. ‘This should be a valuable 
addition to the information being collected on 
the management of children in school and 
nursery school situations. 

“The training of the mothers is such as to 
promise superior quality in the returns; and 
the large number of experimentors, the variety 
of home problems, and the age spread of the 
children should produce valuable material.” 

No field of study and no one educational 
movement at the present time seems to offer 
such rich rewards in real accomplishment as 
the study of the pre-school child. That the 
plans now maturing offer an enviable oppor- 
tunity to Pi Lambda Theta mothers for both 
service and growth, goes without saying and 
we feel assured that their response will be 
fully up to Pi Lambda Theta standards. The 
work planned will offer problems for indi- 
vidual home study and for co-operative study 
in the group by those interested who may or 
may not be mothers. The scope of the prob- 
lem allows for unlimited participation. 

Teacher’s Problems 

In the study of any problem the first step 
is the collection of data. The committee in 
charge of this Study therefore asks that mem- 
bers in the field, collect, analyze, and tabulate 
data bearing upon any one of the many prob- 
lems which hinder progress in teaching. In 
this, field members and alumnae chapters will 
be able to give most valuable help. The scope 
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of this study is broad enough to permit the co- 
operation of every teacher and it is confidently 
expected that every member will make her 
contribution to some part of the problem. 

The plan decided upon is as follows:— 
Each chapter is to secure through it; members 
as many as possible of teachers problems met 
through the year. If the teachers in the school 
system where members of Pi Lambda Theta 
may be working would co-operate in listing 
the one big problem which confronted them 
each week from September to February 1, it 
would give us a mass of material which would 
be very useful, we believe. 

This material should be turned in on 3x 5 
library cards. The type of school or situation 
in which the teacher is working should also 
be listed at the top of the card. 

In February each chapter should gather in 
from all its members all of these cards. They 


will then be divided according to types of 
schools and subjects and each chapter will be 
asked to summarize the data assigned to it. 

After that time the data may be made avail- 
able to members of chapters wishing to par- 
ticipate in the follow-up work which would 
be, of course, suggestions to teachers to help 
them meet the problems which they have dis- 
covered. 

Will you as early as possible send to your 
entire membership a request for data as re- 
quired, and also have it collected in February? 
At that time further information will be given 
for distribution of the material to various 
chapters. 

We shall appreciate your co-operation in 
this study this coming year.

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The Anniversary Program 


Review of Growth of Pi Lambda Theta from Seven Independent Chapters 
Is Made 


N Wednesday afternoon the Council 
paused in its business of preparing for 
the future and spent an hour in looking back 
over the past ten years and noting the mile 
posts along the way. The delegates from the 
seven Charter Chapters were seated in front 
and introduced in order by President Mc- 
Broom. Three of those present had attended 
the Organization Conference held at Missouri 
University July 1-3, 1917. Miss Cline— 
Alpha, Miss Foulke—Delta, and Miss Dobbs 
—Alpha, who related some of the events of 
the Conference and the early years of the fra- 
ternity. 

The seven chapters had been organized in- 
dependently except that the group at Wash- 
ington—now Zeta—was first organized as 
Beta to Missouri’s Alpha. There had also 
been negotiations between Missouri and 
‘Texas and a probationary group flourished for 
a year and then was lost, its only trace being 
a statement carried in Baird’s Manual as late 
as 1922—“Pi Lambda Theta—An honorary 
educational sorority in the University of 
Texas.” After some correspondence among 
these independent groups, the call for a Con- 
ference was issued by the Philadelphia group. 
Missouri responded to the call with an invi- 
tation to the Conference to meet in Columbia. 
Each participant was privileged to send as 
many delegates as desired but the vote was 
counted by institutions. Miss Ruth Immell 
of Philadelphia was elected chairman, and 
Mary Jane Chambers of Pittsburgh secretary 
of the conference. The delegates came to- 
gether with seven viewpoints, each jealous for 
the honor of her group and its ideals and yet 
eager to make plans for co-operative develop- 
ment. As a first step the essential factors in 
a co-operative plan were listed and each as- 
signed to a committee for detailed organiza- 
tion. As these committees reported, their rec- 
ommendations were discussed freely, modified, 
and finally built into a constitution. One out- 
standing characteristic of that conference was 
the free discussion of all questions, and though 
each group had precious ideals and beloved 
customs to maintain, it is forever to their 
credit that in every instance the final decision 
was based on the nitrits of the case and the 
vote was generally unanimous. 

Reference was made to the evening spent on 


Mrs. Charters’ moonlit porch when she 
sketched in glowing colors ideals and accomp- 
lishments possible in the organization we 
hoped to form. Later as we walked home, 
still talking of those ideals and each thinking 
of her own group, someone asked—“How 
much are we willing to give up for the sake 
of a national organization.” In answer Miss 
Hoopes touched a keynote in saying, “I think 
we will show how big we are, not in what we 
are willing to give up, so much as in what 
we are willing to retain”, and so it proved, 
for it was harder to give up a pet custom for 
another’s better custom than to throw all 
away and begin anew. On other occasions 
Miss Hoopes’ quick wit and ready response 
saved the day when a clash seemed imminent 
and won for her the leadership of the new 
organization. 

The first four years were years of integra- 
tion, very like the construction of foundation 
walls of a great building. The work is be- 
low the surface and does not make such a 
great showing but is vital to the later strength 
of the building. 

For some time we remained seven groups 
in fact, though one in name. The first event 
which suddenly crystalized the national feel- 
ing was the addition of new chapters. Miss 
Foulke who was then in charge of extension 
work told of the struggles necessary to bring 
in these first four which were all added near 
the close of the fourth year. These new chap- 
ters being organized directly into the national 
body did much to strengthen and develop the 
national consciousness. Miss Foulke also told 
something of the symbolism of the Key which 
was adapted from the emblem of the Pitts- 
burgh group. Miss Foulke also at this time 
presented a beautifully bound book containing 
the pre-national history of the seven charter 
chapters. 

The first Biennial Council from which 
Miss Foulke was the only representative’ pres- 
ent, was occupied chiefly in perfecting the con- 
stitution and in strengthening the administra- 
tive machinery of the fraternity. 

The second Biennial, reported by Miss 
Kibbe, devoted its chief attention to legislation 
for adequate financial support. In the Third 
Biennial, reported by Mrs. Nardin, the great 
event was the discovery of how well Miss 
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Carrie Adler, the treasurer, had used the laws 
made two years before. Her report showed 
the old debts paid and a balance of $1,600 in 
the treasury. As a thank offering, the Council 
set aside $1,000.00 for a research fellowship 
later voted to Miss Agnes Snyder of John’s 
Hopkins. 

The Fourth Biennial, reported by Miss 
Prosser, was significant for the adoption of the 
revised By-Laws and for the establishment of 
the Ella Victoria Dobbs Scholarship as an an- 
nual offering. Miss Lycia Martin of Mis- 
souri was the first recipient of this fund. 

Dr. Louise Stanley, a charter member of 
Alpha, but not in Columbia at the time of the 
Organization Conference, gave some sidelights 
on early history.

A telegram was received from representa- 
tives of nine chapters gathered at dinner in 
New York City and signed by Gladys Poole 
for New York Alumnae Chapter. 

Letters were also received, but too late to 
be read at this meeting, from Helen R. 
Hoopes, first national President, and Ruth 
Austin, first National Treasurer and delegate 
from Beta. 

The meeting closed with the singing of the 
Song of Service. 


Social Events of the Council 


NE rule formulated for the conduct of 

the Council reads—“Regular and full 
attendance at all business and social meetings 
is expected of all delegates.” This rule ex- 
pressed the belief of the Council that social 
contacts are as essential as formal business in 
fraternal development and are more than mere 
recreation. 


The first social event was a drive around 
the city on Monday afternoon. Special places 
of interest were visited, locks, harbor, market, 
and some of Seattle’s many beauty spots. The 
drive ended at the home of Miss Helen Rey- 


nolds where tea was served. Miss Reynolds, 
honorary member of Zeta, is Director of Kin- 
dergarten and Primary Education in Seattle. 
Her sister, Miss Clara Reynolds, is supervisor 
of Art Education in Seattle and each is doing 
work which has attracted national attention. 
That we were in the home of artists was evi- 
dent as soon as we arrived. The house built 
on the edge of a bluff commands a fine view 
of the harbor. The home, the hostesses, the 
flowers and other appointments in Pi Lambda 
Theta’s blue and gold, all combined to make 
this first social event one to be long remem- 
bered. 

In the evening of the same day a reception 
at the Men’s Faculty Club gave opportunity 
to meet Dean and Mrs. Bolton and other 
members of the Education Faculty and mem- 
bers of Phi Delta Kappa. Again there were 
flowers everywhere and a happy spirit of cor- 
diality. 

On..Tuesday an informal luncheon was 
served at the Wilsonian Hotel giving oppor- 
tunity to meet many members of Zeta Chap- 
ter. 

On. Tuesday evening we were the guests 
of Zeta Chapter at a presentation of the opera 
Aida in the University Stadium. This music, 
the lights, the vast amphitheater, the audience 
of thousands all combined to make this a rare 
treat. 

Wednesday noon we attended a joint lunch- 
eon with Phi Delta Kappa at which Miss Mc- 
Broom was the speaker and we were again 
proud of our president. Wednesday evening 
was given over to the banquet described else- 
where. 

Thursday afternoon the Council delegates 
were guests of the Commercial Club on a 
visit to the United States Battleship Pennsyl- 
vania, one of the many ships in the harbor in 
honor of Seattle’s Fleet Week. ‘The visitors 
were shown about the ship in two or three 
groups and returned comparing notes on the 
mechanism of a ship’s bakery and kitchen, the 
compactness of cabins, tea in the officer’s 
quarters, and the experiences of some strays 
who got lost in the labarinth of passage ways. 


Constitution Amendment 
The Council passed the amendment to the 
Constitution abolishing the office of Record- 
ing Secretary. Since the Executive Secretary 
has taken over all the duties assigned to the 
Recording Secretary this office has become 
unnecessary.

HE members of Zeta Chapter, collec- 
tively and individually, proved them- 
selves royal hostesses.
